“The future of our road system is in 
jeopardy.’’ 

That statement by Fred Welch, 
engineer-manager of the Charlevoix 
County road commission is included in 
the 1981 annual report of the com- 
mission, recently. presented to the 
county board of commissioners. 

The road commission, while part of 
county government, is a separately 
funded and operated entity. 

Welch’s prediction is based on the 
trend of revenues from the state for 
highway maintenance. 


The figures, from 1979 through an 
estimated 1982, show a steady decline, 
from $1,046,000 the first year to 
$917,000 this year. 

Money from the state Department of 
Transportation is the lone source of road 
maintenance funds. 

The latest report from the highway 
department on its revenues from fuel 
and weight taxes—from which the 
counties get maintenance funds—also 
paints a bleak picture. 


The first three-month period of 1982 
was the ninth straight quarter in which 
revenues were down from the same 
quarter of the year before. 

the money comes from gasoline taxes 
and weight fees paid when license 
plates are purchased. 

The state collected $179,520,000 dur- 


Tax cut 
in East 


East Jordan has lowered its tax rate 
by more than a mill. 

An increase in State Equalizgd Val- 
uation of property allows for the millage 
reduction, clerk-treasurer Fern Morris 
said. 

The millage rate, appeared at the 
May 18 city council meeting, is expect- 
ed to bring in about $257,000. The 
budget, already approved, anticipates 
$262,000 in income from property taxes, 
but Morris said local fees would cover 
the difference. 


Last year’s millage rate was 15.25. It 
produced revenue of $250,310, but this 
year’s SEV is about $18 million, nearly 
$2 million above last year’s. 

The council approved spending 
$8,560 for a new police car and 
$2,220.75 for fabrication of a gutter 
broom to attach to the sweeper and 
prolong its usability for another four or 
five years. 


To combat sewage odor, city super- 
intendent Mike Dionne asked for $1,180 
to. purchase 55 gallons of a chemical 
from Chemsearch Company. Dionne 
said it would also be applied as a 
degreaser to lessen chances of well- 
equipment failure. 

“It’s a solvent used by many com- 
munities,’’ Dionne said. 


ing January-March, down 8.3 percent 
from last year at the same time. The 
money is distributed to county road 
commissions and to cities and villages, 
which provide their own road main- 
tenance. 

The Charlevoix County share of 
$240,000 is down from the $266,000 
received in the same period of 1981, 

City shares are: Boyne City $25,324, 
down from $28,190; Boyne Falis $3,038, 
down from $3,381; Charlevoix $22,296, 
down from $24,866; and East Jordan 
$15,170, down from $16,593. 

There was no primary road con- 
struction in the county during 1981, the 
road commission report showed. This 
was mainly because there were no 
matching funds available ‘from the 
state, the report stated. 

Local road construction amounted to 
$149,129 in eight townships. One and 
2/10th miles of roads. were recon- 
structed, 5.87 miles were paved and .65 
miles were gravel surfaced. Other work 
included railroad crossing improve- 
ments, culvert installation and surveys. 

Townships involved were Bay, Boyne 
Valley, Charlevoix, Evangeline, Eve- 
line, Marion, Melrose and South Arm. 
The townships paid for the road work. 

Total operating expenses for the 
department were $1.4 million in 1981, 
the report shows. Revenues were about 
$13,000 more than expenses.

ARTICLE 1. STATUTORY AUTHORIZATION, FINDING OF FACT, 
PURPOSE, AND OBJECTIVES. 
SECTION A, STATUTORY AUTHORIZATION 


This Ordinance is adopted to secure the public health, 
welface and safety ceaee the ieee yey of Act 167 of the Public 
Acts of 1968 (Flood Plain Control Act), an amendment to Act 245 
of the Public Acts of 1929' (Water Resource Commission Act), the 
National Flood Insurance Act of 1968, as amended, and the Flood 
Disaster Protection Act a 1973. 

SECTION B. FINDINGS OF FACT 

{1) The flood hazard areas of the City of East Jordan 
are susbject to periodic inundation which could result in 
potential loss of life, property, health and safety hazards, 
disruption of commerce and governmental servicies, extraordinary 


Public expenditures for flood protection and relief, and 


impairment of the tax base, all of which would adversely affect 


fF the public health, safety and general welfare. 


(2) These potential flood loses are caused by the 
cumulative effect of obstructions in flood plains causing 
increases in flood heights and velocities, and by the occupancy 
in flood hazard areas by uses vulnerable to floods or hazardous 
to other lands which are inadequately elevated, floud-provfed, 
or otherwise protected from flood damages, 

SECTION C. STATEMENT OF PURPOSE

(2) the unusual and rapid accumulation or runoff of 
surface waters from any source. 

“Flood pulindaty. ~ Ploodway Map" is the official map on 
which the Federal Insurance Administration has delineated the 
area of special flood hazard and the floodway. 

*Flood Insurance Rate Map (F1uM)" means an official map of 
® community on which the Federal inet ane Administration has 
delineated both the areas of special flood hazard and the risk 
premium zones applicable to the community. 

"Flood Insurance Study” is the official report provided by 
the Federal Insurance Administration. The report contains flood 
profiles, as well as the Flood Hazard Boundary~Floodway Map and 
the water surface elevation of the base flood. 

“Floodway” means the channel of a river or other 
watercourse and the adjacent land areas that must be reserved in 
order to discharge the base flood without cumulatively 
increasing the water surface elevation more than one foot. 

“Plood~Proffing" those construction standards identified in 
the "Flood-Proofing Regulations", publication $EP-1165-2~314, 
U.S. Army Corp of Engineers publication.

' This ordinance is not intended to repeal, abrogate, Se 
impair any existing easements, covenants, or deed restructions. 
However, where this Ordinance and another conflict or overlap, 
whichever imposes the more stringent restrictions shall prevail. 

SECTION F. INTERPRETATION 
In the interpretation and application of this ordinance all 
Provisions shall be: 
(1) considered as minimum requirements; 
(2) liberally construed in favor of the governing 
body; and ; 
{3) deemed neither to Limit nor repeal any other 


powers granted under State Statutes. 
SECTION G. WARNING AND DISCLAIMER OF LIABILITY 


The degree of flood protection required by this ordinance 
is considered reasonable for regulatory purposes and is based 
on scientific and engineering considerations. Larger floods can 
and will occur on rare occasions. Flood heights may be 
increased by man-made or natural causes. This ordinance does 
not imply that land outside the areas of special flood hazard or 
uses permitted within such areas will be free from flooding or 
flood damages. Tis ordinance shall not create liability on the 
part of the City of East Jordan or by any officer or employee 
thereof for any flood damages that result from reliance on this 


ordinance or any administrative decision lawfully made 


thereunder.

ARTICLE 6. PROVISIONS FOR FLOOD HAZARD REDUCTION 


SECTION A. GENERAL STANDARDS 


In all areas of Special flood hazard the following 
provisions are required: 


(1) All new construction and substantial improvements 
shall be anchored to prevent flotation collapse or lateral 
movement of the structure. 

(2) All new construction and substantial improvements 
shall be constructed with materials and utility equipment

(6) On-site waste disposal systems shall be located 
to avela impairment to them or contamination from them during 
flooding. 

(7) Any alteration, repair, reconstruction, or 
improvement to a structure on which the start of construction 
was begun after the effective date of this ordinance, shall meet 
the requirements of “new construction" as contained in this 
ordinance. 


B. SPECIFIC STANDARDS 


In all areas of special flood hazard where base! flood 
elevation data has been provided asset forth in Article 4, 
Section B, or Article 5 Section B(11), the following provisions
